Your RadioShack ET-156 Handsfree Headset Telephone is a com- 
pact telephone with a headset and a separate keypad. The headset 
lets you keep your hands free while you talk on the phone, and the 
long headset cable lets you move freely. 

Your ET-156 has these features: 

Over-the-Ear Headset with Microphone — combines hands-free 
convenience with lightweight comfort. 

Adjustable Belt Clip — holds the ET-156’s keypad securely on a 
belt or pocket and can be adjusted to hold the keypad upright or 
sideways. 

Redial — lets you quickly redial the last number dialed. 

Flash — sends an electronic switchhook signal for use with special 
phone services such as Call Waiting. 

Tone/Pulse Dialing — lets you use either type of service, and you 
can easily switch from pulse to tone dialing for long-distance, bank- 
by-phone, or other special services.

READ THIS BEFORE INSTALLATION 

We designed your ET-1 56 to conform to federal regulations and you 
can connect it to most phone lines. However, each device you con- 
nect to the phone line draws power from the line. We refer to this 
power draw as the device’s ringer equivalence number, or REN. The 
REN is on the bottom of the ET-156’s keypad. 

If you use more than one phone or other device on the line, add up 
all the RENs. If the total is more than five, your phones might not 
ring. In rural areas, a total REN of three might impair ringer opera- 
tion. If ringer operation is impaired, remove one of the devices from 
the line. 
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FCC STATEMENT 

Your ET-156 complies with Part 68 of FCC Rules. You must, upon 
request, provide the FCC registration number and the REN to your 
phone company. These numbers are on the bottom of the ET-1 56’s 
keypad.

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PREPARATION 



CONNECTING TO THE PHONE LINE 


1. Plug one end of the supplied modular cord into the telephene 
line’s modular jack, and plug the other end into the ET-156’s 
TEL. LINE jack. 
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Notes: 


• Your telephone connects directly to a modular phone line jack. 
If your phone line jack is not a modular jack, you can update 
the wiring yourself, using jacks and adapters available from 
your local RadioShack store. Or, you can let the telephone 
company update the wiring for you. 

• The USOC number of the jack to be installed is RJ1 1 C. 


ADJUSTING THE HEADSET 


Place the headset over either ear 
with the speaker cushion against 



your ear. Hold the headset in place f.i 


and adjust the microphone until it is 
about even with your chin as shown 
here. 
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SETTING THE DIALING MODE 

Set TONE/PULSE for the type of service you have. If you are not sure 
which type you have, do this simple test.

3. Press any number other than 0. 
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Note: If your phone system requires that yeu dial an access 
code (9, for example) before you dial an outside number, do 
not dial the access code either. 

If the dial tone stops, you have touch-tone service. If the dial 
tone continues, you have pulse service. 

4. If you have tone service, leave TONE/PULSE set to TONE. If you 
have pulse service, set TONE/PULSE to PULSE. 


SETTING THE RINGER ON/OFF 


To turn off the ET-156’s ringer, set 
RINGER to OFF. You can still make 
calls with the ringer off, and you can 
answer calls if another phone on the 
same line rings. 



To turn the ringer on, set RINGER to ON. 
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ADJUSTING THE BELT CLIP 

The belt clip comes attached to hold the keypad upright, but you can 
move it to hold the keypad sideways. Use a coin or screwdriver to 
remove the belt clip screw, move the clip to the other mounting hole 
as shown, then replace the screw. 
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OPERATION 


To make a call, press TALK/ 
HANG UP. The IN USE Indicator 
lights and you hear a dial tone. 
Dial the number. 



Note: The first time you use the ET-156, and any time it has been 
disconnected from the telephone line, hold down TALK/HANG UP for 
about 2 seconds, then press TALK/HANG UP again to get the dial 
tone. 


Set VOL. to a comfortable listening 
level. 


To answer or end a call, press 

TALK/HANG UP. 
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USING FLASH 


FLASH provides the electronic equiv- 
alent of a switchhook signal for spe- 
cial phone services such as Call 
Waiting. 



For example, if you have Call Waiting, press FLASH to answer an in- 
coming call without disconnecting the current call. Press FLASH 
again to return to the first call. 

Note: If you do not have any special phone services, pressing 
FLASH might disconnect your current call. 
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USING REDIAL 

To quickly redial the last number 
dialed, press REDIAL when you 
hear a dial tone. 


The redial memory holds 31 digits for tone dialing and 32 digits for 
pulse dialing, so you can redial long-distance as well as local num- 
bers. If you dial more than 31 or 32 digits, that number is not stored. 
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TROUBLESHOOTING 


We do not expect you to have any problems with your ET-156, but 
if you do, these suggestions might help. 


Problem 

Suggestion 

No dial tone 

Be sure the modular line cord and headset 
cord are correctly connected. 

Hold down TALK/HANG UP for about 2 sec- 
onds, then press TALK/HANG UP again. 

Low volume or 
unusual sounds 

Someone has picked up another phone on 
the same line. Hang up the other phone. In 
areas with low telephone voltage, the ET- 
156 might not operate when other phones 
are active on the same line. 


If you still have problems, disconnect the phone. If other phones on 
the same line work properly, the fault is in the ET-1 56 or its installa- 
tion. If you cannot find the problem, take your ET-1 56 to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance. 
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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 



Your RadioShack ET-156 Handsfree Headset Telephone is an ex- 
ample of superior design and craftsmanship. The following sugges- 
tions will help you care for the ET-1 56 so you can enjoy It for years. 



Keep the ET-156 dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry im- 
mediately. Liquids might contain minerals that can 
corrode the electronic circuits. 



Handle the ET-1 56 gently and carefully. Dropping It 


can damage circuit boards and cases and can 
cause the ET-156 to work Improperly. 



Use and store the ET-156 only In normal tempera- 
ture environments. Temperature extremes can 
shorten the life of electronic devices and distort or 
melt plastic parts. 



Keep the ET-156 away from dust and dirt, which 
can cause premature wear of parts. 
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Wipe the ET-1 56 with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new.
